He states that the man-eating shark 
invariably comes to the surface, sights 
his prey and then dives, turning over 
and coming up on his hack, traveling 
in that way as he* nabs the victim. In 
not one of the 
cases along the sea­ 
shore* during the* la t few weeks wa ; 
the shark reported as having 
been 
seen before* it struck its prey. 
Mr. Kadel 
tells 
how, 
along 
the 
coast of Venezuela, the natives agree 
to act as 
“ bait” 
for the sharks, at 
fifty cents an hour. The men are very 
skillful in attracting the* 
monster* 
and then making good their escape 
as the attack is drawn. Shark shoot­ 
ing is a favorite* pastime among the 
people who live there and Mr. Kadel 
succeeded in capturing one* seven and 
a half feet long. It is the jaw' lame 
of this animal that he has shipped to 
his brothe r here. 
The jaw is constructed in rem ark­ 
able fashion. There are five rows of 
teeth on both the upper and lower 
jaws. Those on the upper jaw are like* 
the front teeth of a dog, while the 
low’er teeth resemble those of the ordi­ 
nary reafier. Each tooth can be oper­ 
ated separately and there is not the 
slightest chance of the \ictim making 
his escape, once the shark has fasten­ 
ed its hold upon him 
In the two jaws 
there 
are 
four 
joints, one at each side and one in the 
center of the upper and another at the 
center of the lower jaw. Great flexi­ 
bility is permitted in 
this 
way and 
the* specimen which 
Mr. Kadel 
now 
has, when fully extended, would be 
large enough to receive the body of a 
medium sized man or a large boy.

This Turkey Contender 
for World’s 
Laying Record. 


A turkey hen owned by IL L. Yohe, 
residing in the Pigeon hills, is est ab 
fishing an egg laying recbrd. Unceas­ 
ingly for a period of 130 consecutive 
days the hen has 
produced 
an egg 
each day. The turkey only two months 
over a year old, is a strong contender 
for the world’s record, held by a t u r ­ 
key of a New England state fancier, 
of an egg a day for 158 consecutive 
days, made during 
the 
spring and 
summer of 191f>, it is said. 


There is no restriction on the killing 
of these birds during the time which 
is declared as open season but in a 
short time a meeting of the 
Adams 
County Game and Fish Protective A s ­ 
sociation will be held when a request 
will lie issued to all hunters not to 
shoot any ringneck pheasants, for at 
least one year. It is also possible that 
a similar request may be issued alw»uf 
the turkeys. This would do much to 
insure an extensive stocking of the 
county and would result in specially 
fine sjM»rt in the years to come. 
The deer have become so 
numer­ 
ous in the }>ast few years 
that they 
are an expensive nuisance for farmers 
and fruit growers in the western part 
of the county, 
and those who hunt 
larger game than pheasants and p a r t­ 
ridges should make a big killing cf 
bucks this year. All in all the indica­ 
tions for the sportsmen are decidedly 
good.
